Claims 21-24 rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Broude et al (5.717.198). 

Broude et al teach of a method for projecting a light unto a position at a pellicle 
and monitoring a change in the detected signal. 



Claims 1-20 allowed. 

As to claims 1 -9, the prior of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a method for measuring a dimension of a pellicle, the 
method comprising the steps of projecting a light beam from a first side of the pellicle 
and at a first plane above a first surface of the pellicle, projecting the light beam from 
the first side of the pellicle and at a second plane corresponding to a plane of the 
pellicle and projecting the light beam from the first side of the pellicle and at a third 
plane below a second surface of the pellicle, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claim 1 .
